Potato scab is a disease of the pota- , . 


to. tuber caused by a fungous growth | 
Spores of the 
fungus will remain in the soil fromy 
year to year and on the tubers from 
oné’season to another. ,The disease 
causes the surface of’the potato to be- 
come-rqugh and unsightly and very 
often extends deep into the fiesh, ‘in- 
juring its food value.. 

Scab on. potatoes can be prevented - 
by planting uninfected tubers in clean 
soil, and the danger of infecting-may 
be reduced ‘by rotation or-by planting 
the potatdes in diferent soil each sea: 
‘On, 

To insure-a crop of potatoes free | 
from scab treat the seed with some 
‘poison to kill the scab spores on them 
and-plant in soil in which no potatoes 
have grown for sevéral years. Two 
poisons for scab treatment are recom:: ” 
mended. Formalin is the less poison- 
ous and the one most commonly used. 
It costs. about 60 cents a pint and one 
“pint ig used with 30 gallons of water. - 
Formalin solution may be used either 
in a wooden or metallic vessel, and; 
although a poison,..there is little dan: 


ger in its use. Let the potatioes soak® = 


in the solutton for about two hours. 
After disinfection place the potatoes 
in bags which contain. no ‘scab spores. 
Spores of potato scab may also be 
killed by the use of corrosive sub- 
limate.. This is a very poisonous sub- 
stance and must be used with. care. . 
Do not use for food any of the pota- 
toes after treatment. To use: corro- 
sive sublimate provide a barrel ot 
other wooden vessel, as it attacks 
métals. Dissolve two ounces of the 
poison in two gallons of hot water.

Last, but. by no meane least, over 
2,000 costumes are used in “Ben Hur” alone. 
The lowest estimate of a good one-night 
stand house is $400 a.week, and this is pos- 
sible only when the local manager can get 
free labor for the running of the stage, as in 
towns where. boys and young men will quali- 


_fy as grips in order to have the privilege’ of | 


seeing the shows. In such cases they charge 
nothing for their services. 

The regular stage staff of a theater for a 
small show consists: of six fly and gallery men, 
two property men, two electricians, two car- 
penters and six grips. The carpenters 4nd elec- 
tricians get from. $25 to $80 a week, the grips 
get from $1.00 to $1.50 a night. This is only 
for a small show. In a large spectacle like 
“Little Nemo,” for instance, 40 property boys’ 
alone were required. “The Sins of Society,” a 
large, spectacular melodrama which Klaw & 
Erlanger produced in Chicago “tithe spring, 
reguired 35 stage hands, 2T-clearers, 14 elec- 
“tricilans, extra wardnobe women, and enlarged 
orchestra. The regular acting staff was sup- 
plemented, moreover by 120 men supers and 
50 or more women supers. These people get 
ab average of 60 cents a night, and as there 
are numerous shows on the road which re- 
quire from ten to fifty “extra people” another
